Pressed with questions concerning 


the names of all these women 
she 


said first there were forty or fifty of 
them 
She went on

Miss Wallace. If I only had my note- 
books with me I could give you every- 
thing in detail 
You see, when I be- 


came 111 I sent them all to Mr Hart- 
ridge 
You see, there were upward, cf 


two hundred girls. 
Tl'iere was Pearl 


Richards, Miss Richardson—Mrs Reid, 
as she 
called 


Then there I paid them all

ston, Miss Friedman, Miss Lipton and

"Were there any receipts'" 
"None,' she snapped.

Giving more details about the pay- 


ments, she went on 
"Then there were 


two-girls from Atlanta, Ga. I paid 
them $3000 or $4000. They were two 
very young girls. 
I don't remember 


the names 
Say, could >ou remember 


200 names? My books nave the dates, 
the names and the amount. I put down 
everything—everything." 


"How much did you give Miss Fried- 
man?" 
V'Oh, quite some money." 


"Where did > ou pay Mrs. Reid?" 
"In my parlor 
Her hand was on 
the table just like that," 
she 
said, 
placing her hand on the justice's ta- 
ble. 


"You paid money to 200 girls?" 
"Yes." 
"Did 
the 
lawyers 
tell 
you 
the 


amounts to pay to each girl?" 
Kept Record in Books 


"No, I was loft to.use my judgment. 
I would see the girls. Mr. Hartridge 
or Mr Peabodi would call. 
I would 


make my report and we would see 
the girls together. 
I would pay the 


money " 


"When did you send your books to 


Mr. Haitridge?" 
"Last October 
I did not expecAto 


live. I told him to keep them. 
I did 


not want to leave them In storage, be- 
cause I was afraid Mr. Reid would get 
into more trouble. 
The money 
was 
paid these girls to keep them quiet and 
to prevent them exposing Thaw anel 
going to Mrs. Thaw. It was paid to 
them to keep silent, because he had 
bi ought them for the stage, for beating, 
punching, whipping and bi'uislng them 
All the thanks I get is this publicity,' 
she ended lugubriously. 
"Who asked you to do this*?" 


. "Mr Peabody and Mr. Hartridge." 
"How much did you get?" 
"Not a dollar." 
"Did you know it was a crime to 
keep quiet about such' things?" shout- 
ed Morschauser, 


"I did not." 
"You were willing to bribe 200 girls 
to keep silent?" 


"I wanted to protect Mr. Thaw." 
"There was no biibery," said 
Je- 
rome 


Asked i%hat she told the girls, she 
said: 


"I said to them, 'This will pay your 


expenses for a week or two until you 
get another position ' I told them they 
must not go to Thaw's wife or moth- 
er. When the girls first came to New 
York they thought thej were getting 
theatrical engagements, and at first j 
'paid them with that understanding." 


"Are you willing to 
produce 
the 
books?" 


"I am." 
Asked about the books, she said: 


Calls Thaw Irrational 


"There were eight or ten books, big 
books, small books, any kind of books 
I put them in a bundle, called a mes- 
senger boy and sent them to Mr Hart- 
ridge. I telephoned him I was send- 
ing a bundle for safe keeping." 


Morschauser held *a conference with 
Thaw and asked if girls named "Bos- 
sy" Stevens, Daly or Miss Sullivan 
called to see her since Thaw got into 
trouble. 
She replied. 
"I don't know 
I might if I saw them " 


"Were these acts irrational or ra- 


tional?" asked Jerome, referring 
to 


Thaw's beating of the girls. 
"Iriational," she said 
"Mr. Thaw 


often came in and spent a quiet day 
answering letters and reading 
An- 


other day he would have a dozen wom- 
en callers and music. He would go 
away Hist cra/v. All the days he wa1 
alone, he would go away in the even- 
ing all right , But when he had rall- 
eis he became excited.

Shailer Mathews Sees Danger 


of "Unethical Commercial- 


ism" in Puipit 


CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 7.—One of 


he great dangers of the church fs Its 
omination by men "of wealth, according 
o Divinity Dean Shailer Mathers of the 
University of Cuicago, who lectured on 
ihurch problems the other day." 


"The mateiialistic dangers which assail 


h« 
a church aie too obvious to demand de- 


.ailed description," said Dr. »Mathevrs. 
'There are, however, two whiclj are par- 
.kularlv fatal to the special purposes of 
he gospel. The first danger is that the 
jreacher shall be controlled by men whoso 
di>als are materialized by the standards 


an unethical commercialism, and who 


would lose money by a genuine christlan- 
zation of the law. This control is some- 
;imes explicit, and the preacher is bidden 
o keep silence on the larger questions of 
business moiality and conline himselr" to 
he sort of sins of which church atendants 
are seldom guilty. 
Labor Topic Shunned 
* 


"There Is, for instance, little opposi- 


ion to the pastors denouncing saloons or 
re I light districts except ^n those rare in- 
tances in which the property devoted to 
in moral purposes is in the possession of 
a member of his congregation. There Is, 
lowever, frequent objection to outspoken 
rankness concerning the rights of labor- 


men and those who are being crushed 


n the war of competition 


"A moic subtle and widespread danger 


han this is the time-serving spirit which 
:r<»eps in upon the church because of its 
elatlons with men of wealth. 
In too 


•puny cases a cllurch will have among its 
attendants men whose business ethics ore 
notoriously bad. The 
minister 
who 


preaches to a congregation thus Iravened 
with corruption does not need to be a 
conscious sycophant or time-server to 
find himself 
avoiding 
subjects which 


would tend to alienate such persons." 


Incidentally Dr. Mnthews scored mmis- 


;eis who try to "reform people surrepti- 
;inusly" and also at those who are satis- 
fied with the attempt to "amuse a con- 
gregation Into righteousness."

near Garden ville, a monument to tlie 
memory of Adam, the first man. 


Adam Before Roosevelt 


Max Brady is ai student of Maryland 


history as well as of theology and world 
ustory, and he Is glad that he has paid 
this tribute to Adam at this time, for 


wishes to claim for Maryland the 


honor of erecting the first memorial to 
the first man on earth. 
Sir. Brady has of late seen so many 


persons raised to eminence In such short 
oc-der that he begun to grieve for the 
memory of Adam. The fear that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt would get a niche In the 
Hall of Fame before a place had been 
found for Adam made Mr Brady realize 
that no time was to be lost.

A World-Wide Affair 


After spending much thought upon de- 


signs for the monument, Mr. Brady came 
to the conclusion that nothing could be 
more fitting than a plain, square shaft 
of concrete, surmounted! by a sundial. He 
superintended 
the construction of the- 
shaft himself, and engaged C. I/ Wolley, 
a local dial expert, to erect the dial. 


Mr. Brady thinks that icll nations and 


all races and all tongues should be repre- 
sented at the dedication. Ha wishes to 
avoid the confusion of tongues referred 
to In the Bible, and ao lias decided to 
serve unripe persimmons to all who as- 
semble for the ceremony. No effort will 
be taken to make the event exclusive. No 
certificates of direct descent will be (re- 
quired.

Those who are governed or 
influenced by such motives think it .is 
legitimate to win at any cost without 
special regard to the rights of those 
with whom they deal 
The result ^if 


such misguided efforts to earn a liv- 
ing, to acquire a competence, or to 
accumulate 
a 
fortune is very fre- 


quently disappointment of the bitter- 
est sort.

Shailer Mathews Sees Danger 


of "Unethical Commercial- 


ism" 
in Pulpit 


CHATJTAUQUA, N. T., Aug. 7.— One of 


he preat dangers of the church is its 
ommation by men of wealth, according 
o Divinity Dean Shailer Mathers of the 
University of Cnicago, who lectured on 
ihurch problems the other day.1 


"The materialistic dangers which assail 


IIP chinch are too obvious to demand de- 
ailed description," said Dr. 'Mathews. 
'There are, however, two which are par- 
icularly fatal to the special purposes of 
he gospel. The first danger is that the 
sreacher shall be controlled by men whoso 
deals are materialized by the standards 


an unethical commercialism, and who 


would lose money by a genuine christian- 
aation of the law This control is some- 
times explicit, and the preacher Is bidden 
o keep silence on the larger questions of 
msiness morality and confine himself' to 
,he sort of sins of which church atcndants 
tre seldom guilty. 
Labor Topic Shunned 
* 


" There Is, for instance, little opposi- 
:on to the pastors denouncing1 saloons or 
red light districts except $n those rare In- 
tances in "which the property devoted to 
mmoral purposes is in the possession of 
a member of his congregation. There is, 
lowevcr,- frequent objection to outspoken 
rankness concerning the rights of labor- 
ng men and those who are being crushed 
n the war of competition. 


"A more subtle and widespread danger 


:han this is the time-serving spirit which 
Teeps In upon the church because of its 
•elations with men of wealth. In too 
liany cases a ctturth wlU have among its 
attendants men whose business ethics are 
notoriously bad. The 
minister 
who 


preaches to a congregation thus leavened 
with corruption does not need to he a 
conscious sycophant or time-server to 
find himself 
avoiding 
subjects 
which 


would tend to alienate such persons." 


Incidentally Dr. Mathews scored mmis- 


:ers 
who try to "reform people surrepti- 


tiously" and also at those who are satis- 
fied with the attempt to "amuse a con- 
•regation Into righteousness."

The effort to sustain human 
exis- 


tence or to earn a living, as it is of- 
ten expressed, seems generally to be 
based up->n the supposlllon thaf God 
made men and then left them to take 
care of themselves as best they may.

tition, old 'age, etc., will deprive them 
6f success. 
Many are 
impelled by 


greed, avarice, covetousness and dis- 
honesty. Those who are governed or 
influenced by such motives think it Js 
legitimate to win at any cost without 
special regard to the rights of those 
with whom they deal 
The result ^if 


such misguided efforts to earn a liv- 
ing, to acquire a. competence, or to 
accumulate a 
fortune is very fre- 


quently disappointment of the bitter- 
est sort. 


Christian Science has begun to re- 


lieve this distressing

by 


showing its students thai God did not 
mfike man and then lea\e him to de- 
pfifcd entirely upon- his own efforts to 
exist, but that the infinitely good and 
loving Father who "in the beginning" 
created man in His likeness and gave 
him "dominion over all the earth," is 
not only able but willing to preserve, 
protect and provide for man through- 
out eternity.

They are learn- 
ing that success, prosperity and cLo- 
minion do not consist In the accumu- 
lation of things but in the purification 
of thought which brings the recogni- 
tion of infinite mind as the one source 
of supply. They are beginning to re- 
flect more clearly day by day the di- 
vine love which Mrs. Eddy says on 
page 494 of Science and Health, "al- 
ways has met and always will t.seet 
every human need." 


Christian Science Is not, therefore, 
a method of enabling people to get 
what they want; it enables them to 
understand what, they really 
need 


' and to obtain this rightfully. Jesus 
said, "What things soever ye desire, 
wnen ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them."

portion of the house, sa;-s the Pitts- 
burg Leader. 


The furniture is of a Iner grade~- 
that is, it is likely to co t more than 
what is found in other rooms—and 
its character as to forri and finish, 
depends upon the currert fashion In. 
that direction 
It is of a lighter, frail- 


er character, and the i pholstery In 
these days of white and gild parlors 1» 
easily soiled and shows r< adily the ef-

tory of civilization In Columbia Univer- 
sity, In a recent lecture, stated that tho 
United States is now run by thieves, who 
know they are thieves.

Professor Giddir.gs was addressing a 


summer class In sociology at the big uni- 
versity last Friday and the auldenco 
cheored him Many were Christian minis- 
ters, Jewish rabbis and school teachers. 


Professor Gltldlngs was contrasting the 


civilization of ancient Greece with the 
civilizations of contemporaneaus peoples 
pnd others that iiad preceded the Greeks, 
-when he drew the conclusions here sum- 
marized. He svild that the v.hole story 
of Greek .politics la a -tory of the bricker- 
Ings of the people and rnob l ,lle. but as- 
faerted that such was not tho case with 
Assyria, Babjloria, France In tho for- 
mer clajs, nor England under the Reign 
of the Stuarts. 


Thief and Mob Rule 


"Mob 
rule '. said lie. "is distinctly a 


phenomenon or uvilizaiion. 


"I have come to the conclusion tint 
there have been only tno kinds of gov- 
ernment In the \.orld so t'ai, namely, 
thief ruli and mob i ulc. We have never 
had any such thins as scientific rule, we 
have never hid am- Mieii thing as rule 
by persons e; intellect ,u,d good moral 
character. Th»r 
hav s L< i n individual, 


of intellect and good moral chaiacter who 
plavtd a pait in government but men ol 
the other- kind plav ed tlie other part 
and the collective resjlt 01' the work ot 
the different men of any generation In 
any country has been one of two thing-s 
thief rule or mob rule. 


Should Respect Rights 


"I am further disposed to think that 


the best test of civilization is not prom- 
inence m art, m liter.ituic or even in 
science, much lest, prominence In eapital- 
Ism or coal mining or -5uap boiling or 
any of the industries that have raised 
the United States to a place of promin- 
ence. 
, 


"I suppose that I am a little peculiar 
In these views, Lut I do cherish tha 
motion that the distinctive mark of a 
high civilization is that 
man 
should 


lespect the rights of his neighbors. 
I 
think civilization should be measured by 
the golden lule. I should like to ask 
you whether on the big seals 
as 
a 
historical process, as a tact of history, 
men have ever been taught to respect the 
rights of others except by mob rule? My 
opinion is that that is a fact, and that 
civilization can be expmssed in terms 
of a ratio of something or other to mob 
lule, and that the hope of mankind con- 
sists In the extension of mob rule against 
thief rule, the only two kinds you have 
practically In human society.

Mrs. Sampson, who is a handsome

Accord- 
ing to her nurse she has brooded fre- 
quently over the fate of her baby In case 
anything should happen to her, and lias 
often remarked that she would rather 
see It dead than motherless. 


When shown the little stiffened body 
two hours after the tragedy she seemed 
wholly surprised, and when told that 
she was the little one's mother, collapsed 
completely, sobbing piteously.

Salacious Testimony Stowing That a Captivating 


Affinity Weaned Millionaire from Wife Is

NEW YORK, Aug. 7. — The secret de-

and before that date the formal applica- 
tion will be submitted to the court, so 
that as little time as possible may be 
lost. 
Transript of Case 


The following is a partial transcript of

Railroad Officials Report Gran- 


ite Markers Placed Along 


Old Route 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7. — Sante Fe 


Railroad officials In the city say that the 
marking of the famous Santa* Fe trail 


?ith stone monuments every few miles 
has finally been accomplished 
between 


Kansas City, Missouri^ and Trinidad In 
Jolorado. 
The railroad traverses the old 


rail for many miles, and the officials are 
accordingly Interested In the work to 
preserve with markings the route of the 
amous highway which preceded the rail- 
roads 
They state that prranite markers 


are nhw placed at Intervals of not less 
than five miles and all that historic trail, 
through the States of Kansas and Colo- 
rado, and all that remains to finish the 
work is similar action on the part of 
the Slate of Missouri and the Territorj* of 
New Mexico. 
Within a few years the 


marking of the trail will have been com- 
pleted from Its beginning at Independence, 
Missouri, to its' end at the historic claza 
at Sante Fe. 


Started Movement 


The Itinbae branch of the Daughters 


of the American Revolution began the 
movement to mark the old trail several 
years ago. 
The hoards of county com- 


missioners and citizens along 
the 500 


miles of the old trail through Kansas 
assumed the expense of Retting the mon- 
uments 
In addition to these there are, 


at different points on tb<* trail, six spec- 
ial markers paid for by individual chap- 
ters and other local Interests, making a 
total of ninety-five markers from the 
east to the west line of the State. The 
monuments are not large, the majority 
of them standing about five feet high and 
usually of red granite. 


The Santa Fe Railroad follows 
this 


high-nay more than one hundred miles n 
Kansas. At Independence, Missouri iv a 
tho point of outfit and siipplv. so Coun< 11 
Grove, more than one hundred miles we t 
wan regarded, as the real point of depa-- 
ture. Tho entire length of the -route fro 11 
Independence to Santa Fe was 780 miles 
450 of which were within 
the 
pre=eiit 
boundary of Kansas.

of population, the industries and commerce; the vast 
operations for municipal improvement in progress and 
the plans that have been formulated for further ad- 
vancement. 
Neither Oakland nor any other community 


on this side of the baj- has anything to conceal from the 
eyes of these visitors, but each courts the closest scrutiny. 
After a thorough inspection of the field they will be .at 
liberty to draw their own conclusions and render their 
own verdict.

It will be the 
poorest kind of policy to retard the progress of municipal 
betterments and put a stop to park improvements. Oak- 
land would cut a sorry figure in the sight of the outside 
world if it should take a retrograde movement or arrest 
its progress, which an insufficient revenue would be 
sure to produce. This city has started on the up-grade 
and it must keep moving upward and onward whatever 
the cost. 
Economical government is an avoidance of 


waste and a false economy is productive of the grossest 
kind of waste. 
In the matter of public works and the 


improvement of public park lands and playgrounds, Oak- 
land is today in the critical position of being in mid- 
stream, when, as the immortal Lincoln aptly pointed out 
in homely phrase, that it was dangerous in the extreme 
"to swap horses." Let us meet the situation confronting 
us with the fortitude of a community that has faith in 
itself and confidence in the administrators of its affairs, 
relying upon the future to return "'the principal with 
good interest, as it surely will. 
We must keep im- 


provements moving all along the line.

Have Queer Customs 


Roosevelt's Mew Role. 


One of the unexpected results which promises to 


follow ex-President Roosevelt's visit to British East 
Africa is that of turning the tide of Britisr and possibly 
European emigration in future in that direction. 
The 


wonderful agricultural possibilities of that part of the 
Dark Continent and the immensity of the field for ex- 
ploitation by the white race has not escaped his obser- 
vation and without meaning to figure in the role he 
may be said to have become already the "advance agent" 
for its promotion among the landless millions of whiles 
in the Old World. 


No traveler who has ever explored the interior of 


Africa has had the same practical training regarding the 
relations of man to the soil as Roosevelt has had, for 
his earlier experience in life gave him a thorough knowl- 
edge of farming and stock-raising. 
He is, therefore, 


capable of describing the agricultural resources of Africa 
from a strictly practical standpoint and there is no doubt, 
from the remarks he dropped at a banquet recently given 
in his honor at Nairobi, that he contemplates using the 
fruits of his observations for the benefit of his race, and he 
will doubtless command the earnest attention of a count- 
less number of interested readers which will no doubt 
be followed by the migration of thousands of land-seeking 
emigrants from the congested British Isles with their 
faces turned toward the new land of promise which he 
has discovered for them. 


Japan's Relations to China. 


In announcing the fact that the Japanese began yes- 


terday to reconstruct and standardize the Antung-Mukden 
railroad in defiance of the protest of the Chinese gov- 
ernment, a Pekin dispatch alleges that the relations of 
the two governments at the present time bear a resem- 
blance to those of 1904, when the Russian-Japanese war 
broke out. The only possible resemblance that can exist 
between the events of the two periods is that the present 
move of the Japanese is made to counteract the re- 
imposition of taxes by Russia in Harbin and other towns 
in Northern Manchuria, which is the first step toward 
the reassertion of her sovereignty over that section of 
the Chinese empire. The war of 1904 was precipitated 
by the refusal of Russia to respond to the demand of 
Japan that she respect the integrity of Chinese sov- 
ereignty in Manchuria and recognize Korea as being" 
outside the Russian sphere of influence. 
China was then 


passive, as she js now, and madj; no effort to restrain 
Russia and to assert her own rights, and feebly pro- 
tested, as she is doing now against the standardizing 
of the Antung-Mukden Railroad, against the intrusion 
of Japan upon her territory and against making the latter 
the battleground of the belligerents. 
She saved her 


face with both nations, and by protesting against Japan's 
reconstruction of the railroad she is saving her face 
now. 
Evidently Japan has secret assurances that China 


will not interfere. As a strategic move the broad-gauging 
of the line will add immensely to Japan's military ad- 
vantages for the transportation of troops through Korea 
to Mukden and into Northern Manchuria in the event 
Russia should take offense and commit some unfriendly 
act in retaliation which would lead to a declaration of war. 


In the second of two lectures on "The 


Secret, Societies of the Banks' Islands," 
given at the Royal Institution, W. H. R. 
Rivers said that in one of the ceremonies 
of the secret societies they had 100 dances 
and 100 songs, says tha London Chronicle.. 
Decorated men came in pairs from va- 
rious directions. They carried bladders, 
which they dashed against the trees, 
making loud reports. Then they gave a 
special dance. 


The three main features In the kolo- 


kolo performances -were dances, killing 
pig's, and the payment of people taking 
part in the dance. To give a magnifi- 
cent Kolokolo was one of the best ways 
of obtaining social kudos. The people 
had no regular chiefs and the men rose 
to the top through these secret organiza- 
tions. 


One function of these societies was the 


protection of property. A member of a- 
societj^ put up a certain sign, called a 
aibcp, and that protected him from peo- 
le not connected with his society. 
So- 


ietles, therefore, with very few mem- 
ers were extremely popular, and in con- 
equence tended to become large. That 
•as one of the factors that led to the 
rowth and increase of the societies. 
If two men had a dispute aboftt the 
wnership of land ono of them would put 
Jie mark of his society on the land. The 
ther man also put the mark of his so- 
lety on the land. The result was that 
either of them would go on it. 
The sister of a man's father had ab- 
olute voicB as to whom he should marry, 
he secret societies were called "Dead 
Hen's Societies," and there were a large 
lumber of things which pointed to the 
eremony of Initiation being a simulation 
f death.

Blackstrap Gone 


The blowing down of the famous old 


:ower on Blackstrap, an eminence near 
Portland, five hundred feet above sea 
evel, removes a landmark 
from that 


section, says the Kennebeck Journal. For 
many years now the structure had not 
been of use except as a landmark. Time 
was when it contained a good flight of 
stairs and visitors could ascend to its 
wind swept summit, but the stairways de- 
cayed and became unsafe. 
Then 
the 


shell of the tower began dropping away, 
and big sections of it foil out, but some 
of the stout timbers held together and 
)art of the building remained until the 
storm of this week. It has gone now. 


Blackstrap has long been a noted spot 


:n the vicinity of Portland, and, more 
than that. It has its place in the early 
history of the country, for It was men- 
tioned by Captain John Smith, the same 
doughty warrior who figures in the story 
of Pocahontas. 
He called It Schooler's 


Hill. Long years after, when the country 
lad been settled and the United States 
had become a great nation. Blackstrap 
was known far and wide among the men 
who drove over the old Gray road, to and 
from Portland, for somewhere on or near 
its summit was a public house, ,the keeper 
thereof being possessed of the knowledge 
of the proportions in which to mix with 
great success good old New England rum 
with rich and black molasses, a decoction 
which, tradition has It, went by the name, 
of Blackstrap.

than Latin or Greek,"

Kroeher, "and while - the Indians ot* the 
State* do not exprss their thoughts by 
symbolism or picture-writing; as do the 
Indians of some oth^r States, it Is remark- 
ably well prserved. 
Most Perfect Language 


"While the grammatical structure of 


the Indian language is of the most com- 
plex and Involved nature it is neverthe- 
less tire most perfect of languages 
In 


their language they have the same gram- 
matical forms that we have in English 
and yet they are Ignorant of the fact that 
their langriageb pob^e'-ses this -world-wide 
feature. 
By the large and varied number 


of prefixes, suffixes and mterfixes, winch 
their language possesses, they are able 
to encompass the most Intricate declen- 
sion, of their verbs.

It is charged that the breweries 
supplying the beverage have gradually in- 
creased the quantity of alcohol In the

Don Caspar de Portola WPS a captain of 
dragoons sent by the king of Spain, in 
the year 1767, to expel from California 
the Jesuit missionaries who had gathered 
there and who were steadily Increasing 
to such an extent that fears were enter- 
tained for the Spanish adherents of the 
church.

fiftx soldiers. Portola arrived at Cape San 
Lucas in October, 1767, and firmly, yet 
withal a spirit of kindness, expelled the 
nvaders,- and turned over the possession 
of the properties and inventories of the 
missions to the Franciscans who were 
rapidly arriving when news of the ex- 
pedition was generally known. 


As a result of his successful accomp- 


lishment of the delicate task, he shortly 
received reports from the sovereign to 
direct and lead a company of soldiers, in- 
cluding several Franciscan monks, to set- 
tle certain portions of lower California, 
and to act as military commandant and 
Governor ol the new territory.

On November 2, 1769, some 
of the 


soldiers followed a herd of deer seen naar

and for days they journeyed; but sick- 
ness and privations and hardships so 
detained the progress that on November 
11 the commander decided to return and 
resume the search later with a thoroughly 
outfitted expedition. 


On January 24, 1770, be and his worn, 


small company arrived in San Diego. 
Several te3cpedltions under other com- 


manders followed, but it Vas not until 
1775 
that Juan de Ayala, a lieutenant
